None of these attempts at “ revolution by con sen t" have 


been more bold than that contained in the text of the law pro- J 
posed by President Trum an for the purpose of m erging the I 
A rm y and Navy. 
•The effect of this law would be to change this from a 


civilian-ruled nation, as it has been since its origin and is intend­ 
ed to be under the Constitution, and to put the military in 
command. 


It would perhaps be unfair to say that the Act itself would 


accomplish this. 
M ore accurate is it to say that the proposed 


law would, first, make the brass-hat group the one which would 
be most dominant in national policy, and second, create the 
machinery for a complete and open takeover whenever the time 
is ripe. 
The superficial purposes of President T ru m an ’s bill are 


simple enough, and some of them w ill have great attractiveness. 


In brief, the bill would set up a new Cabinet office— that 


of Secretary of National Defense. T h e military branches would 
be divided into three: A rm y, N avy and Air Force, each with 
its own secretary and staff. 
A ll other military services which 


would be retained— such aa Marines, C oast G u ards, etc.— 
would fall under one or another of these three m ain branches 


The Secretary of National Defense, under the bill, would 


become the dom inant member of the Cabinet. H e would “ assist" 
the Secretary of State in many fields, would have broad super­ 
visory power* over all other Cabinet officers in w hatever he felt 
touched on national defense, would have a great deal to say 
about the general policies and program of the governm ent. 


M oreover, the Secretary of National Defense would becom e 


next in line for succession to the Presidency, if both President 
and Vice-President were eliminated by death or other causes 
Title III. specifically removes this right from the Secretary of 
State and invests it in the proposed new official.

W h ile it is true that there is som ething vaguely disturbing t O TH ER 


in the ascendancy of the m ilitary side of governm ent which all 
this implies, it is also true that in the main these provisions just 
referred to merely reshuffle and re-focus pow ers already in exist 
ence.
